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REMARKS 


The specification has been amended in order to correct 
obvious typographical errors contained therein. No new matter 
has been added. 

Claims 7-14 have been rejected under 35 USC 112, first 
and second paragraphs, for utilizing the word "derivative". 
In order to expedite the prosecution of the present 
application, Claim 7 has been amended to state that a high 
density lipoprotein and/or a peptide or protein of the 
sequence of apo A-I or apo A-II or a peptide or protein 
functionally homologous to the active portions of apo A-I or 
apo A-II in pharmaceutically acceptable form is administered 
to a human patient. Newly presented Claims 15 and 16 require 
that high density lipoprotein is administered to the patient. 
No new matter has been added. Claims 9 and 10 have been 
canceled as being redundant. 

Since only formal rejections were made in the present 
application and the currently presented amendments have cured 
these formal rejections, it is respectfully submitted that the 
present application is now in condition for allowance. If the
